in a tariff bill. So far as thai meas- 
ure stands today it not- only falls to 
hold out any prospect of relief, but 
It actually proposes to add to the bur- 
dona of which ibo people complain. 
In somn cases the schedules have 
been Increased on articles of common 
necessity In such degree as to add 
vastly to the price the consumer must 
pay for them. This is notably true of 
hosiery and gloves. 
Under the Ding- 


ley schedules tho Importations of hos- 
iery and gloves have been so small as 
to yield an almost Infinitesimal reve- 
nue, and under the higher rates fixed 
by the Payne bill importations are 
likely to cease altogether. So there 
cannot be thero even tho pi»text of a 
necessity to get money for the govern- 
ment. Along other lines the same is 
true. More protection for already ex- 
cessively protected Interests, more 
burdens for the consumer already over- 
burdened. 


Nor does it appear that the protest 


going up from every part of the coun- 
try will have any effect to influence 
any appreciable 
modification 
of the 


schedules as framed. 
The few men 


who rule congress know what they 
want this revised tariff to be like and 
in their unchallenged power they will 
put it through.. There may be here 
and there, before the bill is finally 
passed, a semblance of concession to 
the indignant, outcry, but the essen- 
tial features -of the .bill will remain 
and the principle of'taxing the people 
to put money In the pockets of the 
nurtured interests will keep its Integ- 
rity. 
And no doubt rides high tho 


hope of the standpatter that the peo- 
ple'at last ' will' le'avti' to "let well 
enough alone." 
Meanwhile, making 


the best of their mjrden, the people, a 
year and a half hence, will have op- 
portunity to s.iy what they then think 
of it and give sign of the store they 
set by a tariff promise underwritten 
by the standpat masters of the repub- 
lican party In congress.
